eetemonial. 
Fother Burghignoli delivered a short ad- 
dress suitable to the occasion, in Portuguese, 
On the conclusion of the address, mass wos 
said by Bishop Bourdon. The service 
was attended by a very large congregation, 
among whom were H. E. the Acting’ Go- 
vernor, De FY) Stewart, ‘and a considerable 
number of prominent’ residents, “The 
Ohristian Brothers and the boys from St. 
Josoph'a Collegé, tha boys from the Reform- 
atory and the girls froti the Convent attend- 
ed the service, To-morrow there will be a 
colobration of ‘high asaes, ‘in’ which the 
asaistanca of a band will-be- given, the 
cathedral as yet being without an ‘organ.

Mr Tripp requested the Hon. Secretary ; 
(Mc Stewart-Lockhart) to explain to those 
proseat the objoct-of tho mouting.

au a8 ta be ablo to hear what tho nature of 
the objections might be. Tho matter was 
vary fully discussed at that niceting, which 
suded-by the Chairman, Mr Tripp, inform- 
ing thoso prosent that, asthere were no rules 
against the ube of private boats, and that, us 
all precedents wore in favour of them buing 
allowed, the Committee had no powar to 
prevent. the May Blotsom—the private 
boat in question ~from rowing in the o en 
races. The ruling of tho Chuirman would 
scom to be olesr and decisive enough, but 
for eome reason, which ia not manifest, it 
does not seem to have been comprehended 
by acertain portion of thoss who were at 
tho meoting, fur on tho 26th of November a 
Jottor was received by-me, which, with your 
permiosion, I will read to you :—

IN A CHINESE SCHOOL. 

The tusks which are aot by the terchor 
are supposed to be propurtiuned to the 
apparent capacities of each pupi’, but no re- 
ward is offered for extin diligence, auch a8 
the hope of boing released at ai earlier hour 
than the others. A bright pupil is thus 
required to du far more in proportion then 
a dull one. The achvlars in a Chineas 
achuol ate expected to be on hand at an 
carly hour, and by sunrise they are, per- 
haps, howling vigorously away. When it 
ia time for the morning meal, they return 
to their homes, and assoun as the meal 


is finished, agsin return. About noon thoy 
are relcased for dinner, after which they go 
back na before to school, If the weather ia 
hot, every onv else —imen, women, and chil- 
dren—is indulging in the afternoon siesta, 
but tho scholars ara in, their placcs ns ustiel, 
akhoupgh they may be suffered to doze at 
theiy deske as well as they can, for half 
the reat of the day, In this way the «is- 
cipline of the schaol is supposed to bo main- 
tained, eud some allowance iunndo st the

Were 
they allowed to. take a regular nup at home, 
the teacher fears, with excelent reason, 
that he would aca no more of thet for the 
day. They generally do not leavo the 
school-house wutil it is too dark to distin- 
gnish ouo character from another If 5 
scholar completes his task before the othera, 
he simply stops howling, and sits in his 
place iu a emdition of comparative torpor, 
or of mischievous activity, unless he should 
be act to a writing exercise, From marn- 
ing to night, there is no break in this 
routine, ny variety of studies, no intermis- 
ston, except for meala,and no auch delightful 
oases in the scholastic wilderness, a8 are 
knowu to the Western pupil underthe --ameof 
recesses, the voryidea of which would be 
quite incomprohsusible to a Chineso teacher, 
When at Jenyth the sebolars are releasud, 
toward dark, it ia not for a healthful walk, 
much less fora romp, but to return to their 
horacs iu an orderly and beeaiwing manner, 
like wo many grown Vonfucianists, If, 
however, the teacher should chance to’ ba 
an unusually sensible person, bo may pna- 
sibly lead bis pupils for an ocenaional wal 
about the v.llayo, uot witha view tu giving 
inciduntal ivstruciion in the rudiments of 
Botany, or Geology, of which he is us 
iguorant as themselves, but merely to muke 
snre that they do not fight, and thus disgrace 
the school-teacher, 

Actording to ths Chinese theory, the em- 
ployment of Tescher is the most honorable 
possible. Confuciusand Menciua, the great 
Sages of untiquity, were only teachers. ‘To 
invite 2 Teacher, is compared to the investi- 
ture of a general by the Emperor with an- 
preme cogymand. [Fn cunaequence of thia 
theory, springihg directly fram the exalted 
respect for lenrning entertained by the Chi- 
ness, a teacher is allowed almost unlimited 
contr According to a current prove b, 
the relation of teacher und pupil resembles 
that of father and son, but tha simile of 2 
Roncral is amore gorrect expression of a 
tencher's powers, than any other. He is 
able ta declare a sort of martial law, and to 
punish with the greatest rigor, The moat 
flagrant offence which 8 pupil cafi commit 
is the persistent failure te learn his task 
within the allottcdtime. Four this misdeme- 
anour he ia constantly punished, and often 
with great severity, 'o the extunt of hund- 
reds of blows. Considering how little pun- 
ishgent is ever administered to Chinese 
enidren at home, and how slight are the 
attempts at anything resembling family 
government, it ig suprising to what extreme 
lengths teachers uro allowed to carry dis- 
cipline. Bud scholars, aud atupid ones—for 
a stupid scholar is always’ considered as a 
bad one—are not infrequently besten every 
day, and are sometimes covered with the 
marks of their beatings, to an extent which 
anggests rather a runaway slave, than p 
scholar, Aa ‘ths pupil dodges ahout, with 
tho hope of escaping some of tbe blowa, he 
them upon his 
head, even if they were nab intended fori-, 
In a case of thia eurt, a pupil waa.so much 
injered, as to bo thrown into fite, and such 
instances can scarcely be very undemmon. 
Asa general thing, no further notice ap- 
pears to be taken of the matter by the pa- 
rent, than to seo the teacher, and ascertain 
the special occasion of his severity. The 
family of the pupil is naturally auxtous that 
the pupil shall como to. eomethivg, and are 
ready to asgume us an axiomatic truth, that 
the only road to any fori of success in life, 
is by the sequisition of au education, This 


cus be xecomplished only by the aid of the 
teacher, and therefore the rules laid down 


by the teacher are to be tmplicitly follow. 
cd, at whatover exponso to the foolings of 
eithor father or sop, In one caso within 
the writer’a knowledge, « father waa de- 
torucned that his son should obtain auffici- 
ent edacation to Gt him to take charge of a 
amall business, The son, on the other 


‘hand, was resolved to return to hia fork and 
‘ manure basket, and the teachor was invited 


to furthar the plana of the boy’s father. 
Whon tho tima came to begin his education 
at achonl, tha lad absolutoly declitied to go, 
aud, like most Chinese parents in’ similar 


! Gireumstances, the father was porfoctly un- 


able to force him to do what ho did not 
wish todo. The only available plan .was 
tu have the boy tied hand and foot, placed 
in a basket slung toa pole, and carried by 
two men, liko a pig. in this condition ho 
was deposited at the school-houso, wher: ho 
was chained ta two chairs, snd nat allowed 
to leave the building. He’ was set tho 
usual task in the Trimetrical Classic, to 
which, however, he paid no attontion what- 
over. although béaten as often as the 
teacher could epare the time. Tho boy 
not. only did nub study, but he employ- 
ed nll his timo and strength in winling 
over his hard Ict, This stato of things 
continued for several days, at tho end of 
which time, it was apparent, even tu the 
boy's father, that, as the proverb siya: 
‘You cannot help adead dog over a wall; 

and the Ind was hencoforth suffered to betako 
himself to thosy agricultural _vporstions for 
which alone ho was fitted. Differont tench- 
éra of course diffur greatly in their uso of 
punishment, but whatever the nature of the 
aoveritics employed, a genuine Coufrcinnist 
would muoh rather increnso the rigor vf dis- 
dpline thon relax it. Tohiamindthe method 
which he employs appears to be the only ono 
which is fitted to accemplish the end in 
siow. Tho course of study, tho method of 


atndy, and tho capacity of the pupil, are all | 


fixed quantities; the only variable ono is 
tho amount of diligence which the acholar 
ean bo persuaded or driven to put forth. 
Honco the ideal Chinese teachor is seme- 
times» perfect literary Pharaoh. 

The scholar, as we liave aeen, begins with 
the Trimetrical Clasico. This little book 
consists af a variety of adda and ends of 
information, which, when he can comprehend 
it, will bo uf aome service to him, but whieh 


at first, has almost og little flaveur, as) 


‘gnawing a wooden ponr.’ Tt hag bec 
well charueterized as rather ‘a sylahua of 
studivrs, than a benk to be itself learned, 
and not at all-calauluted to enesurage and. 
inatruot the youthful mind, in its uniuviting 
task.’ When the pupil is supposed to be 
familiar withthe Trimetrical Classic, und 
possibly. with the Millenary Classic, which 
is composed of 100: different characters, 
and the Hundred Surnames, he passes on 
to the ‘Four Books,’ the Confucian An- 
alects, the Great Learning, the Doctrine of 
the Mean, and the works of Mencius. The 
order in which these books are tukea up 
varica in different places. but, as already 
observed, the method of study is as nearly 
aa posgihle invariable, Book after’ book is 
stored away in tho abdomen (in which the 
intellectual faculties are supposed to be 
situated), and he ia furnished with the 
claw of half o svntence, he tan nnravel 
from menory, as required, yards, rods, 
furlongs, or miles. After tho Pour Backs, 
follow in verying order, the Poctical Clas- 
sic, the Book of History, the Book of 
Changes, and the historical work of Con- 
fucins, known aa The Spring and Autumn 
Annals, To commit all theses volumes, 
oust in any cnse, be the labor. uf muny 
years.- Usage differs in different localities, 
hut it is very common to find scholars who 
have committed the whole of the Four 
Books, aud pethapa tw of the later classics 
the Odea and the History, befors they have 
heard any explanationa even of the Trime- 
trical Classic, with which their edneation 
began. During all these yeara,. tho. pupil 
hina been ina condition of mental” daze, 
which is denoted by a Chinese churacter, 
the component parts of which signi’y a pig 
in the weeds, (méug) His entrance upon 
study, is ealled, ‘Lifting the Darkness,’ 
(chi méng), and to teach the beginner, is 
to ‘instruct darkness.’ These expressive 
phrases. correspond toa fixed rwiulity. Of 
those. who have’ committed all the’ books 
named, some of the brightest, have pe 
doubt picked up here and thers, and aa it 
were by accident, an idea, . 
Thoughtful Chinese toachers, familiar with 
the. capacity of their pupils, estimate that 
tha moat intelligent among them ennnot bo 
expected to understand an hundredth part 
of what they have memorized. Tha great 
majority of them havo aboutas accurate a 
conception of the territory traversed, o5 a 
boy might entertain of ‘a mountainous dis- 


trict, through which hoe had been compelled ; 


to run barefented and blindfolded, in a 
dense fogs chased for vast diatauces by a 
man cracking over hig head a long ox-whip. 
How very littl many scholars do grasp of 
the real meaniny, even after explanations 
which the teacher regards as abundantly fall, 
ig demonstrated by atest to which here and 
thera a master subjects hia seholarg, thut of 
requiring them to write denyn a’ pussage, 
The reanlt ia frequently the notation of ao 
many fa'so charac'ors, as to render it evident 
not only that (be explanations have not 


been apprehended, but that notwithstanding ; 


such a multitude of pernsala, tha text itaelf 
haa heen taken only inta the car as 86 many 
sounds, and has not entered the mind ab all, 


The syatem of explanations adopted by 
Chinese teachers, aa a rule is almost the 
exact opposite of that which to an Occiden- 
tal, would sevm tational. ‘In apaech,’ 
said Confucius, ‘ ona shold be intelligible, 
and that is the end offit’, The Confucian 
teacher, however, is often very far indeed 
from feeling that it is necessary to be 
intelligible—that is to ssy- te make it 
absolutely certain that his pupils have 
fully compreheuded -his meaning. He is 
very apt to deliver hia explanations—when a 
sufficient number of yoara has elnpsed to 
make it seem worth while to begin them at 
all—ex cathedra, and in a stately, format 
manner, his attention being muck more 
fixed upon the exhibition of hig own shill 
in displaying his own knowledge, than up- 
on ignparting’ that knowledge to hia 
scholars, It is common to hear it said of a 
teacher who has attained distinction, that 
whon he opens his mouth to explain the 
Clagsics, ‘every sentence ia fitfor an ex. 
amination essay’ (chii chi} shih wan chang). 
This is considered) to be the acma of 
praise. Sentences which are anited to bo 
constituent parts of examination essays, are 


not. it is eupertlaous to remark, particular. 


ly adapted to the comprehension of young 
school-boys, who know nothing about ex. 
amination essays, the style of which is 
utterly beyond their powers. The com- 
mentary upon the Classics written by Cho 
Hei hag come to have an anthority second 
only to. that of the text itsolf, That no 
Ohineso school-feacher leads hia pupils to 
question for en instant, whether the ex- 
planation. is wccurata and adequate, ia a 
mattor of cours. The whole object of a 
teachers’ work in to Hit bis pupils to com. 
pete at the oxaminationa, and to prepare 
essays which stall win the approvsl of tho 
examiners, thus leading to the rank of 
Literary Graduate. This result would be 
possible only to those who eccept the 
orthodox interpretation of the Classics, and 
hence it i8 easy to sco that Chiness schvola 
arg not likely to become nurscrics of 
heresy, The very idea of discussing with 
his pupils either text or commentary, does 
not ao much as enter the mind of a Chinese 
school-master. He could nat do so if he 
would, and he would not if he could,

THE REPEAL OF THE C. D, 
ORDINANCES. . 


DELATE ON A NEW ‘WOMEN AND GInLS’ 
PROTECTION’ BILL IN SINGAPORE. 


We givo the following aummary from the 
Straits Times of the debate in the Singapore 
Legistative Council on a new Bill intro- 
duced by the Government, at the command 
of tho Secretary of State for the Colonics, 
to take the place of the Contagivus Diseases 
Ordinances :— 


In moving tho .sccand reading of tha 
‘Women and Girls’ Protection Bill,’ the 
Attorney Genersl said that the abjects 
and reasons at the end of the Bill clenrly 
stated that the prineipal object was to 
repeal what was known as the * Unnta- 
gious. Diseases Ordinatice,' and tho Bill 
had» boon bronght forward in accordance 
with the instructions of the Secretary of 
State, who, hav regurd to ihe charac. 
ter and nationality of (he inany unfor- 
tunate women to whom the Bill related, 
thought these ghould be protected aguinat 
oppreasion from porsons whu derived pro- 
fit from carrying on the trade. = Thero was 
uo. do unt that throughout the Haat the 
system of brethel slavery prevailed, and it 
was in order te protest women who were in 
auch a low stage of moral and intellectual 
development as these women of the East 
were in, thatthe attempt had heen nade. 
Tho learned member, in pointing out the 
Provisions of the four parts of the Bill, 
atated that Part T pravided a naw penalty 
for the uffences of selling women for tmmur- 
al purposes, or bringing thor intedhe Co- 
Tony for sach purposes ; some of the offences 
were enacted ip the Penal Gude, but where 
i that waa ac, proceedings might be takeu by 
jeither, the former in more serious canes. 
Part Il wonld give to the Protector uf Chi- 
meso somewhat extraordinary powers for 
‘dealing with Asiatic women, and this was 
{to continue in farce for two yours only, ab 
the expiration of which the time could be 
extendd till the Legislative Council auw 
the necessity for further legislation, Re- 
! garding Part TTI, which dealt’ with the re- 
gistration and regulation of brothe a, thit 
was confined entirely to houses wacd by 
Asiutie women, as they were the persons 
who, required protection, the Envepeana

A couple of days aines one of our staff, 
says the N.-U, Daily News, hat an inter- 
view with Mr O, N. Denny, Adviser te the 
King of Cores, and Diveetor of Porvign 
Alfains.. Mc Denny, from his previuus te- 
stdonce at the U.S. Consulate-Ganeral hero, 
isav woll known to meat of uur readera; 
thal it-ia Wuuecussary to preface bis remarks 
with the usual desorip-ion of -hin personal 
appearance, After a mild and good natur- 
ed protest agaiust the entegorical intor- 
view, a3 on institution, uf which, the

We had an envrmuua prepouder 
ance of the malo-element, The number 
of unales to that of fomales shewed o 
eundition of affairs which must result in 
great grivvances, and if the community 
were hut prutected fran the direct cunse- 
quences whieh they knew would be the 
result, they were passing over a clear duty, 
On this occusion the tetructious of the 
Sceretary of State must be adopted, but 
their opinions should bo quite cluarly iid 
before him in tho matter, wid he asked that 
the despatch to the Colonial Ottis siould 
be jaid on the table... Hia ton. friend (Mr 
Shelford) had already inade porfeetly clear 
the successful working of tu U. D, Acts, 
and they must consider they were entering 
inte a retrugrade action because they could 
not give to these unfortunate women the 
aume amount of protection in the future ae 
inthe past. Lt was knuwn that a consider 
able buaber of Cheay women were beld inn 
condition at better than thut of slaves, 
and opportunities had been affurded them 
to ace uffedrs of the Government for which 
a very fiuperfect “cubstitution’ bad been 
mate.

have taken,’ said the King’s Adviser, ‘ia te 
preserve the good feeling and harmuny be- 
tween China and Cures which have always 
existed till the prosent timy, «nd have now 
oaly been interrupted by the unfortunate 
and unbearable conduct of tho Represen- 
tative Yuan.’ Mr Denny laid great em- 
phasis upon the fact thut his position 
towards China, notwithstanding his cham- 
pioning the cause af the ‘Hermit Kingdoms? 
was as cordial and Frinndly na ever, while 
the feelings towards tha Viceroy of Ohihh 
were quite ag cordial as before the present 
straining of the relations, between the two 
cuuntries. Proceeding further inte the sub- 
ject of the natural cohuection between 
China and Coren, Mr Denny's Janguage war, 
evon incre uomistakable, and he spoke of 
the closy boud of intimacy which bad during 
tho past, drawn the two countries together, 
Cores having. drawn largely upon China 
for her Tavs, religion. . manners, and 
custo 6, while tho sympathies uf the two 
peoples have always been in common, and 
the language’ of Coren to-day is the 
language of Ching of a thousand years ago. 
‘But,’ pursucd Mr Denny, ‘ although every- 
thing pvints to the clusust intimacy and 
friendliness between China and her 
peninsular neighbour, whe it is teue has 
signed a tributary treaty with the Emperor, 
China has no earthly right to claim, under 
international laws or usage, or their his- 
turical relations, vasanlage from Corea, 
which’ has ever jeatously preserved, and 
will I hope, be ever able to preserve her 
independence and freedom from intor- 
forence in her domestic as well ag intor- 
national policy, by her more powerful 
neighbour.’ In proof uf this nsaertion Mr 
Denny reverted to the several treaties 
which Corea has conoluded with European 
powers, and with the United States, in 
tho preamble that Qorea was an indepen- 
dent state, ‘Iam sorry to say,’ said Mr 
Denny, “that in hor: traggle with the tyran- 
nical and violent Chincso Representative 
at Seoul, Corea hea had her motives 
tmisconstraed, und: hee po-ition. vis a vis 
Uhina misstated by the foreign press. in 
China «ud Japan.’ Mr Denny as 6 cxse in 
point, referred ta crronevus, and nrishead- 
ing atutementas in the Chinese Times that 2

* Now this is errencous,’ said Me Donny. 
‘The treaty by which the: writer

such a step was about to be taken he in- 
stantly sot himsvlf against it, and endea- 
-voured to frizhton the King by threats and 
by every meaus in his power, from doing 
what a3 an independent sovereign he had a 
perfectly lezal right to do, as I have ondca- 
voured to show in my pamphiet. But the

friendly intercourse sought to wipe out tho 
painful recollections on the part of the 
Qoreans, of tha Jast great invasion of their 
couutry by oie of the Tycoons, 

Aato the ulterior aims in Coren of tho 
Russian Government, Mr Denny once nore 
expressed himself as n non-believer in the 
yenvral opinion that the great object of the 
Czur'a ropresentatives in tho Far Hast is 
still to extend their territury by the an- 
hoxation or proteatorate of Coren, Me 
Denny went evon further in this direction; 
ho gavo it aa his dclibernte opinion thet no 
wostorn power, without tha grostest ex« 
pense, trouble, responsibility and sactifica: 
of life could obtain # pxramount position ia 
Corea. He thought that some: kind of 
settlemont was nuw approaching, and tho 
sooner it came the better it would bo for all 
parties,” As faras he himeoif was concert- 
ed, whut he was striving for was an 
unicable agreement with China, and a 
apeedy return to the old paths uf amity and 
harmony between thetwo countries, This, 
however, was not what the Chinese Re- 
presentative by any meana desired to peo, 
Yuan is u-military mandarin, with tho 
sinattering of military cducation after o 
fashion, und with an wilinited and anforta- 
nate belief in the-creed of fores aaa pana 
cea for all political ils, His object all along 
had heen to excito and foment disturbance 
iv Seoul, his leading idea bein to come in 
with a Chineso Army ond’ carry avery- 
thing before him by forco of arms. This 
was what Mr Denny atrove to avert. * Tha 
Corcans did not aii at resulta through the 
force of arms, His Majesty, necording to 
Mr Denny’s opinion, is a long way in ad- 
vauco of most of hia subjects in prugresaiva 
ideas, and is anything but the vacillating 
and weak character which he is often repre~ 
sented to be, Strango sa it may seem, Me 
Denny does notspeak Curean,—unly 5 fow 
words—and earriea on hia business with the 
King through on interpreter. Qno thing of 
importonca which the reporter elicited in the. 
intervisw was the fnet that the commercial 
treaty betwoen Russia and Corsa, which we 
recently reprinted froma Japanese paper, 
.and of which uo confirmation has hitherto 
transpired, may be regarded as authentic. 
It was‘signed o couple of months ago by the 
Prosident of the Council and Mr Denny om, 
behalf of Cures; and M. Wacber, the Rus. 
sian Ministor at Scoul, and it has been or is 
about to be ratified, By this treaty import~ 
ant privileges are given to Rusaian teadera 
in Corea, but there is no grent political 
significance in that, anid Mr Denny, as all 
the other poweracan claim the same privi- 
leges under the favoured nations clause. Mx 
Denny ig a firin beliover in the auriferous 
wealth of Gorea, and belicvia that when the © 
prosent placor mining is suparneded by bet- 
ter methoda of extraction, the amount of 
gold produced will be enormuualy increasod. 
An oven surcr source of wealth he believes 
also existe in the great timber tracts in the 
North of the Poninaula, which oven now 
exports large quautities of saluable wood to 
China, and in conclusion ho expressed 
hivwelf sanguine of Corua’s future prospo- 
rity, if she succeeds in getting fair treatmont 
from China, and freeing horaclf from the 
pernicious influence of the Chinese Repre- 
sentative.
